Thomas  P.  Salmon 

Former  Governor  Thomas  P.  Sal- 
mon of  Vermont,  has  been  appointed 
Vermont  Liaison  Trustee  to  NEWEN- 
CO  by  Vermont  Governor  Richard  A. 
Snelling.  Mr.  Salmon  replaces  Dr. 
Walter  Johnson. 

Mr.  Salmon  was  born  in  Cleve- 
land, Ohio  and  raised  in  Stow,  Mass. 
He  graduated  from  Boston  College 
in  1954,  and  received  his  law  degree 
from  B.C.  in  1957.  He  received  a 
Master  of  Laws  in  Taxation  from 
New  York  University  Law  School.  He 
began  his  practice  in  Bellows  Falls, 
Vt.  in  1959. 

Active  in  community  affairs,  Mr. 
Salmon  served  as  Town  Counsel  to

Selected  as 
chairman  of  the  New  England  Gover- 
nors' Conference  in  1974,  he  was 
also  appointed  to  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  National  Gover- 
nors' Conference. 

Since  leaving  office,  he  has  re- 
turned to  his  law  practice  in  Bellows 
Falls.  He  isamemberof  theBoardof 
Directors  of  the  Council  for  North- 
east Economic  Action,  the  First 
Vermont  Bank  and  Trust  Co.,  the 
Green  Mountain  Power  Corp.,  and 
Historic  Windsor,  Inc.  He  also  serves 
on  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Green  Mountain  Council  of  Boy 
Scouts  of  America. 

Mr.  Salmon  is  married  to  the 
former  Madeline  G.  Savaria  of 
Chicopee,  Mass.  They  have  one  son 
and  three  daughters.

Herbert  L  Jackson,  69,  of  Maiden, 
NEWENCO  Corporator,  died  Sep- 
tember 6  at  his  summer  home  on 
Martha's  Vineyard. 

Active  in  both  state  and  local 
politics,  Mr.  Jackson  was  elected  to 
the  Legislature  in  1950  and  served 
four  years  before  being  appointed  a 
deputy  commissioner  of  mental 
health. 

Mr.  Jackson  was  appointed  a  Mid- 
dlesex Superior  Court  officer  in  1966 
and  was  promoted  to  assistant  chief 
in  1974. 

He  served  30  years  on  Maiden's 
City  Council,  and  four  terms  as  its 
president.  When  he  announced  his 
retirement  in  1975,  the  City  Council 
named  its  newly  constructed  civic 
center  in  his  honor. 

Mr.  Jackson  was  active  in  the 
Lions,  serving  as  district  governor.

TRUSTEE  PROFILE 


Bertram  Druker 

Bertram  A.  Druker  —  developer,  con- 
sultant, lecturer,  art  collector  —  a 
man  with  a  range  of  interests  as  wide 
as  his  business  dealings.  How  did  he 
come  to  sit  on  the  board  of  a  college 
of  optometry? 

"Several  of  my  friends  were  on  the 
board."  Mr.  Druker  explains,  "They 
thought  I  could  be  helpful  as  the 
school  was  arranging  some  real 
estate  transactions."  That  was 
seven  years  ago. 

Mr.  Druker  feels  that  being  a  trustee 
today,  no  matter  what  the  institution, 
is  a  precarious  position.  Although 
the  obligation  of  serving  as  a  trustee 
has  always  been  presumed  serious, 
trustees  today  are  expected  to  take 
responsible  roles  and  often  answer 
for  their  actions. 

When  not  "trusteeing"  for  NEWEN- 
CO  and  some  of  the  other  boards  on 
which  he  serves,  Mr.  Druker  is  chief 
executive  officer  of  the  Druker  Com- 
pany. Those  people  who  do  not  easi- 
ly recognize  the  company  name  will 
certainly  recognize  the  Colonnade, 
one  of  the  company's  major  hold- 
ings. 

The  Colonnade  fulfilled  a  Druker 
dream.  Mr.  Druker  travelled  through- 
out Europe,  purchasing  the  finest  in 
chandeliers,  tapestries,  marble  and 
crystal  now  found  in  the  Colonnade. 
The  hotel  is  truly  European  in  flavor 


and  boasts  a  staff  that  speaks  18 
languages. 

Building  fine  hotels  is  something  of 
a  family  tradition.  His  father,  founder 
of  the  company,  built  the  hotels  Ken- 
more  and  Braemore.  The  company 
now  spans  three  generations,  as  Mr. 
Druker's  son,  Ronald,  is  a  member  of 
the  firm. 

The  Druker  Company  is  not  the  Col- 
onnade alone.  It  handles  all  types  of 
real  estate  development,  including 
multi-family  housing,  shopping 
centers  and  office  parks.  Currently, 
the  firm  is  developing  a  vertical  mall 
in  the  old  Gilchrist  building  in 
Boston,  now  known  as  "The  Corner." 
Several  floors  of  stores  these  are  in- 
troducing Boston  to  a  new  style  of 
shopping.  The  company  has  also 
developed  sites  outside  of  Massa- 
chusetts. 

Mr.  Druker's  expertise  in  the  field 
gained  him  an  invitation  to  tour 
Russia.  Several  years  ago,  he  was 
one  of  14  Americans  chosen  to  study 
Soviet  housing.  The  vastness  of  the 
country  astonished  him,  as  did  the 
lifestyle. 

"The  priorities  are  clearly  heavy  in- 
dustry and  defense.  Consumer 
goods  are  awful,"  he  relates.  "There 
were  none  of  the  smiling  faces  that 
we  see  in  photos  of  Russia.  I  was 
glad  to  come  home." 

It's  interesting  to  note  that  Mr. 
Druker's  undergraduate  education  at 
Franklin  and  Marshall  College  in 
Pennsylvania  was  not  in  the  area  of 
study  you'd  expect  of  someone 
in  real  estate  development.  He  re- 
ceived a  B.A.  in  sociology,  minoring 
in  psychology  and  philosophy.  It  is, 
perhaps,  because  of  one  of  his  pro- 
fessors that  Mr.  Druker  became  in- 
terested in  following  his  father  in  real 
estate.  He  recalls  a  professor  of 
sociology,  a  Czech,  who  talked  of  the 
development  of  Europe.  Mr.  Druker 
found  it  fascinating. 

He's  been  extremely  active  in  his 
field  and  received  high  recognition 
for  his  work.  A  past  president  of  the 
Greater  Boston  Real  Estate  Board, 
he's  served  as  one  of  its  directors, 
and  in  numerous  committee  posi- 
tions, including  chairman  of  the  Ur- 
ban Renewal  Committee.  Other 
groups  to  which  he  belongs  include 
the  Rental  Housing  Association,  the 
National  Association  of  Real  Estate 
Boards,  the  Institute  of  Real  Estate 
Management,   and   the   Massachu- 


setts Hotel-Motel  Association.  He 
was  awarded  the  Realtor  of  the  Year 
award  for  two  consecutive  years 
from  the  Massachusetts  Associa- 
tion of  Real  Estate  Boards. 

Mr.  Druker  worked  for  passage  of  a 
Massachusetts  sales  tax,  and  partial 
re-evaluation  and  changes  in  the 
assessing  department  in  Boston. 
Beyond  this,  he's  served  on  the 
board  of  directors  of  a  hospital,  a 
bank,  and  the  Opera  Company  of 
Boston.  Mr.  Druker  lectured  in  real 
estate  courses  at  Boston  University 
for  11  years  and  has  lectured  at  the 
Harvard  Business  School  and  M.I.T. 

Mr.  Druker  does  find  some  time  for 
himself,  to  pursue  his  other  in- 
terests, including  art.  Although  he 
considers  himself  a  classicist,  he's 
learning  to  like  contemporary  styles. 
He  enjoys  staying  fit  and  also  finds 
time  to  play  tennis  and  squash. 

Dr.  Baldwin

NEWENCO  President  William  R. 
Baldwin  was  recently  nominated  to 
serve  as  External  Examiner  in  Op- 
tometry for  the  University  of  Benin, 
Nigeria.  If  the  nomination  is  ap- 
proved by  the  University  Senate,  Dr. 
Baldwin  will  hold  the  position  for 
three  years.  The  appointment  entails 
his  traveling  to  Benin  in  July  of  each 
year  to  review  the  performance  of 
final  year  students.

ANNUAL  FUND  PROJECT  REPORT 


The  success  of  the  annual  fund  campaign  has  made  it 
possible  for  the  College  to  continue  the  high  level  of  ex- 
cellence in  optometric  education  and  service  to  the  com- 
munity that  all  connected  with  NEWENCO  have  worked 
to  build  in  recent  years.  Our  official  goal  of  $75,000  con- 
tained $17,000  for  new  library/learning  resources, 
$20,000  for  building  fund  support,  $15,000  for  student 
financial  aid,  $3,000  for  the  Visiting  Lecture  Series  and 
$20,000  to  establish  a  color  vision  and  sensory  depriva- 
tion laboratory.  Reaching  —  and  exceeding  —  those 
goals  has  made  possible  many  projects  that  serve  to  ad- 
vance NEWENCO's  missions  of  education,  continuing 
education  and  optometric  research. 

The  N  EWENCO  library  has  added  21  study  carrels  and 
chairs,  a  color  monitor  for  video  cassettes  and  a  sound- 
on-slide  system  (a  special  gift  of  the  Auxiliary  to  the  New 
England  Council  of  Optometrists).  Annual  fund  contribu- 
tions also  paid  for  additions  to  the  book  and  journal  col- 
lections and  expansion  of  the  audio-visual  program 
through  improvements  to  the  slide-tape  collection  and 
beginning  acquisitions  of  color  video  cassettes. 

Monies  designated  for  building  fund  support  enabled 
the  College  to  meet  the  full  annual  mortgage  expense  of 
the  Beacon  Street  facilities,  twenty-five  percent  of  which 
had  not  been  underwritten  by  the  Foster  Namias  Build- 
ing Fund. 

The  Visiting  Lecturer  Series,  open  to  both  students 
and  practicing  optometrists,  was  greatly  enhanced  by 
the  participation  of  Dr.  Alden  Haffner,  vice-president  of 
the  State  University  of  New  York,  who  addressed  his 
N  EWENCO  audience  on  the  future  of  the  optometric  pro- 


fession, and  by  psychiatrist  Dr.  David  Sheehan  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital's  Department  of  Psy- 
chosomatic Medicine  and  the  Harvard  Medical  School 
faculty,  who  spoke  about  psychopharmacology  and 
about  hypnosis  and  other  relaxation  techniques  for  pa- 
tients and  practitioners.  Others  who  took  part  in  the 
series  included  noted  author  and  lecturer  Dr.  Francis 
Young  who  discussed  the  etiology  and  control  of  myopia 
and  Dr.  Mark  Field  of  the  Russian  Research  Center  at 
Harvard,  whose  topic  was  comparative  health  systems. 

NEWENCO  was  also  able  to  meet  its  ongoing  commit- 
ment to  student  scholarship  programs,  including  work- 
study,  partial  scholarship  and  grants-in-aid  programs,  by 
employing  annual  fund  donations.  These  scholarships 
have  continued  to  make  it  possible  for  highly  qualified 
students  already  heavily  burdened  by  prior  education 
debts  and/or  by  family  responsibilities  to  advance  their 
optometric  education. 

The  color  vision  clinic  is  scheduled  to  open  in  Oc- 
tober; some  equipment  is  now  in  place  at  the  424  Beacon 
Street  site,  and  the  remainder  is  on  order.  Plans  for 
establishing  the  sensory-motor  deprivation  clinic,  now 
being  developed  further,  call  for  it  to  be  equipped  to  han- 
dle work  in  the  areas  of  dark  adaption,  electro-diagnostic 
testing  (including  ERG,  VER,  and  EOG's),  visual  fields 
and  the  acuity  modulation  transfer  function.  In  addition 
to  their  value  to  the  profession,  these  new  capabilities 
make  the  College  eligible  to  apply  for  faculty  and  stu- 
dent research  funds  from  the  government  and  other 
sources,  adding  still  greater  scope  to  the  progress  made 
through  your  contributions.

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CLINIC  PROFILE  DORCHESTER  HOUSE  MULTI-SERVICE  CENTER 


Dorchester  House,  1353  Dorchester  Avenue,  Dorchester,  Mass. 


(Ed.  note:  In  succeeding  issues,  we'll 
be  presenting  profiles  on  each  of  the 
clinics  with  which  NEWENCO  is  af- 
filiated.) 

The  Dorchester  House  Multi- 
Service Center  sits  proudly  on  Dor- 
chester Avenue,  a  tribute  to  those 
who  worked  hard  to  maintain  it,  pro- 
viding social  and  health  care  ser- 
vices to  one  of  Boston's  inner-city 
neighborhoods. 

Dorchester  House  started  as  a 
boys'  institution  in  1887.  By  1889  it 
was  a  settlement  house,  providing 
programs  similar  to  those  offered  to- 
day. The  House  provided  a  place  to 
conduct  industrial,  educational,  and 
charitable  work,  offering  a  library 
and  reading  rooms,  baby  clinics, 
courses,  and  rooms  for  social 
gatherings. 

In  1942,  the  House  moved  to  Dor- 
chester Avenue,  still  providing 
recreational  and  social  programs. 
Groups  and  clubs  used  the  facility, 
and  teams  were  organized.  In  the 
summer  months,  day  camps  were 
sponsored. 

In  1967,  the  Federal  government 
announced  funding  was  available  for 
multi-service  institutions.  Pro- 
ponents formed  a  health  committee 
of  citizens  and  Dorchester  House 
staff  to  determine  the  needs  of  the 
area.  Screening  programs  helped  to 
convince  the  committee  that  the 
area  was  in  need  of  more  service. 
The  average  age  of  health  care  pro- 
viders was  very  high,  and  new  prac- 
tices weren't  being  established. 

A  citizen  group.  The  Determined 


People  of  Dorchester,  worked  hard  to 
win  federal  and  city  funding,  and 
with  some  private  money,  built  a 
center  to  provide  health  and  social 
services  for  Dorchester. 

The  Center  moved  to  its  present 
location  in  1974,  and  added  a  second 
floor  which  opened  this  year.  The 


center  also  has  services  in  adult 
medicine,  including  obstetrics  and 
gynecology,  as  well  as  podiatry,  der- 
matology, nutrition,  and  pediatrics. 
(Dentistry  will  soon  be  added.) 

Youth  Services  include  a  child- 
care  center,  youth  center,  and  Proj- 
ect  Entry,   a  program   for  special

clean,  colorful  interior  is  pleasantly 
comfortable,  filled  with  the  warmth 
of  genuine  caring. 

The  affiliation  with  NEWENCO 
came  as  a  result  of  one  of  the  screen- 
ing programs.  The  College  was 
called  in  to  run  a  pediatric  screening 
session.  The  results  showed  that  eye 
care  was  desperately  needed.  The 
Eye  Care  Service,  the  College's  first 
health  center  affiliation,  was 
established  in  1969. 

Along  with  the  Eye  Service,  the 


needs  children.  Other  services  in- 
clude senior  citizen  programs,  a  food 
co-op,  mental  health  services, 
outreach  and  client  advocacy,  art 
program,  and  recreational  facilities 
(pool  and  gym)  and  activities. 

The  eye  clinic  is  staffed  by  two 
full-time  optometrists,  a  consulting 
ophthalmologist,  and  an  ophthalmic 
assistant.  Eight  seniors  are  assigned 
to  Dorchester  each  quarter.  The  Ser- 
vice provides  comprehensive  care,

including  refraction,  contact  lenses, 
rehabilitative,  and  pediatric  services, 
and  assessment  and  management 
of  ocular  problems  w/ith  ophthal- 
mological  consultation,  and  dis- 
pensing services. 

The  clinic  has  four  exam  rooms, 
and  two  special  rooms  for  disease 
diagnosis.  Students  conduct  exams 
and  the  findings  are  reviewed  by  Dr. 
Neal  Nyman,  clinic  director,  or  Dr. 
Barry  Barresi,  associate  director.  If 
glasses  are  needed,  they  may  be 
dispensed  in  the  clinic,  where  pa- 
tients may  choose  from  a  wide  selec- 
tion of  frames.  Patients  also  have  the 
option  of  choosing  contact  lenses. 
Mrs.  Virginia  Ford  supervises 
students  in  the  dispensary. 

Dr.  Nyman  feels  the  clinic  pro- 
vides students  an  ideal  setting  in 
which  to  gain  experience. 

"Students  see  things  they  might 
not  otherwise  have  the  chance  to 
see.  Cases  run  the  gamut  from  acute 
emergencies  to  the  management  of 
chronic  problems." 

Students  are  trained  to  provide 
comprehensive  eye  care,  in  con- 
sultation with  an  ophthalmologist 
and  other  physicians.  The  arrange- 
ment provides  students  —  and  pa- 
tients —  a  wealth  of  resources. 

One  of  the  more  interesting  facets 
of  the  Eye  Care  Service  is  the  pro- 
gram under  which  the  clinic  is  struc- 


tured, the  problem-oriented  record. 
Introduced  in  the  sixties  by 
Lawrence  Weed,  the  principles  of  the 
record  have  since  been  coupled  with 
a  system  of  performance  audit, 
resulting  in  a  set  of  clinical  rules 
known  as  the  problem-oriented 
system.  Essentially,  the  system 
allows  the  clinician  to  define  and 
follow  clinical  problems  one-by-one, 
organizing  them  for  solution. 

The  system  was  introduced  at  Dor- 
chester House  more  than  a  year  ago 
by  Dr.  Barresi.  The  staff  is  pleased 
with  the  way  the  program  is  working. 

The  heart  of  the  system  is  the 
record  in  which  all  information  is 
linked  to  specific  patient  problems. 
The  four  components  of  the  record 
are  the  data  base,  problem  list,  plan 
list,  and  program  notes. 

The  data  base  includes  two  types 
of  information.  Defined  data  is  a 
patient  history,  and  problem-specific 
data  pertain  to  patient  complaints. 

The  working  problem  list  follows 
data  collection,  and  is  a  record  of 
what  is  wrong  with  the  patient.  It  in- 
cludes concerns  of  the  patient  or  of 
the  clinician  and  may  be  ocular, 
medical  or  social  in  nature.  A  master 
problem  list  is  maintained,  serving 
as  a  table  of  contents,  reminding  the 
clinician  of  all  the  patient's  prob- 
lems. 

A  corresponding  plan  follows 
each  problem  on  the  working  list. 
Such  a  plan  includes  tentative 
diagnoses,  a  list  of  rule-outs,  and 
diagnostic  strategy. 

Progress  notes  simply  record  the 
status  of  the  problem  during  follow- 
up  care.  The  notes  are  divided  into 
subjective,  objective,  assessment, 
and  plan.  The  subjective  covers  in- 
formation provided  by  the  patient. 
The  objective  includes  the  clini- 
cian's exam  findings.  The  assess- 
ment details  the  clinician's  interpre- 
tation of  the  status  of  the  problem, 
and  tfie  plan  outlines  any  modifica- 
tion to  the  initial  plan. 

Such  a  well-structured  record 
enables  the  staff  to  better  monitor 
and  guide  the  student  clinician's 
work.  Each  student  is  audited 
through  observation  and  a  review  of 
records.  Students  are  evaluated  on 
four  levels:  thoroughness,  reliability, 
analytic  sense,  and  efficiency.  The 
system  also  provides  a  check  on  the 
over-all  performance  of  the  clinic, 
and  allows  for  categorization  of  pa- 


tient types. 

Patients  cover  a  broad  spectrum. 
Elderly,  children,  young  adults,  and 
middle  aged  persons  make  up  the 
appointment  calendar.  The  day  we 
visited  the  clinic,  students  were  con- 
ducting an  exam  on  a  deaf  mute,  an 
interesting  study  of  communication, 
so  important  in  the  examination  pro- 
cess. There  was  a  woman  being  fit-

ted  for  contacts,  also.  Patients  may 
have  different  needs,  but  all  want  the 
same  thing,  comprehensive  individ- 
ualized treatment  when  needed. 

Dr.  Nyman  feels  very  strongly  that 
the  future  of  optometry  lies  in  am- 
bulatory health  care  centers.  He 
believes  that  health  centers,  pro- 
viding many  types  of  health  services 
are  growing,  both  in  importance  and 
popularity,  and  that  optometry  must 
develop  in  these  places. 

"As  it  becomes  increasingly  cost- 
ly to  establish  a  solo  practice,  many 
optometrists  are  looking  for  alter- 
natives. The  group  or  health  center 
practice  setting  is  rapidly  becoming 
the  practice  of  the  future,  and  op- 
tometry should  head  in  that  direc- 
tion."
